Supervised diet programs were 
scrutinized by the House Small Busi- 
ness Subcommittee in Washington 
Monday, with possible regulation of 
the diet industry waiting for recom- 
mendations of the subcommittee. 

During the hearings various indi- 
viduals involved in supervised diet 
programs like Jenny Craig, Weight 
Watchers, and Nutri-Systems, along 
with the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, gave testimony to a panel 
chaired by Ron Wyden, D-Ore, 

Bill Rush, senior vice president of 
Optifast, said, “The safety and effec- 
tiveness of the Optifast program has 
been well documented through clini- 
cal data. 

“Optifast has clinical data to back 
up what is claimed by its Optifast rep- 
resentatives, while other commercial 
programs have little or no data to 
back up their claims.” 

Rush completed his testimony by 
saying that the government should 
take steps to regulate the diet indus- 
try to guarantee that diet programs 
will be more responsive to the needs 
of the people they serve and provide 
clinical data to back up the claims they 
make. 

Sandy Beach purchased a Nutri- 
bolic franchise called Formu 3, and 
operated it for three years.

Gardner said long-term studies 
show that 90 to 95 percent of all peo- 
ple who lose weight on weight-control 
programs gain the lost weight back. 
He said this weight-loss cycle can be 
more harmful, both physically and 
emotionally, than if no control pro- 
gram was ever used. 

“The risk of death is less for some- 
one who is 5-10 percent overweight 
than for someone who is 5-10 percent 
underweight,” Gardner said.

Director says Provo home is. 
no problem for neighborhood

The director of a Provo group home, owned by the 
same non-profit organization that houses Bernt Mur- 
phy and three other adult men in Orem, said there have 
been absolutely no problems with the Provo home and 
the program they are running. 

Ray Orbin, director of the Provo home, said the two 
homes don’t deal with the same type of clientele. “The 
Orem home is the first in Utah to facilitate mentally 
retarded sex offenders, but in the Provo home, the 
clientele don’t fit under that category at all,” he said. 

“We don’t expect any problems with our Provo 
heme,” said Mike Sly, program manager. “We don’t 
need the same publicity as the Orem home.” 

Referring to the men housed at 100 W. 232 South in 
Provo, Orbin said, “These guys are at mixed and func- 
tioning levels. They just need somebody to help them 
out. They’re pretty easy-going guys.” 

Sly said they opened the home on April 16 and are 
accommodating three adult men. “It’s a house that was 
previously occupied by Timp Mental Health, and when 
they closed their program, we took over,” he said. 

Grover Jensen, coordinator of residential treatment 
programs at Timpanogos Community Mental Health 
Center, said the rooms in that home were too small to 
meet their needs. “We collapsed two programs and 
moved all of our people out of that location on March 
27,” he said. 

Orbin said there have been no major complaints di- 
rected to the Provo group home “probably because the 
people in that area have been used to having the men- 
tally ill clients out of Timp there. It’s a commercial 
district so there aren’t very many houses or neighbors 


around,” he said. 

Orbin feels they could have avoided a lot of problems 
with the Orem group home had the location been more 
like that of the Provo home. “We looked for approxi- 
mately eight weeks from the Lehi/Alpine area down to 
the Provo area,” he said. However, several require- 
ments the lawyers placed on Bernt. Murphy limited 
several location options — one of which includes that he 
be on a bus route, said Orbin. 

“The way the home in Orem was situated didn’t look 
too bad, surrounded by two orchards and homes of 
older residents with no children,” Orbin said. “The only 
neighborhoods were located in the back of the home.” 

Orbin said he doesn’t want to draw attention to the 
residents in the Provo home. “Because of the actions of 
one person, the rest of them get a bad reputation. 
People tend to stereo-type and don’t give these guys a 
chance,” he said. 

Sly said they run a supportive work program out of 
the Provo home where the residents go out and work 
during the day — mostly with laying carpets and floors. 

One of the men works at a mass production workshop 
in American Fork doing a variety of jobs, and the other 
two help on the carpet and clean-up crews, Orbin said. 
“On the whole, they have good attitudes and are hard 
workers,” said Orbin. 

“All of the homes are designed as a transition pro- 
gram to increase their skills to be able to function in 
society,” said Orbin. “Our program consists of 30-day 
evaluations where we assess them on all of their skills 
in all areas.” 

Orbin said his clients are taught and evaluated on 
budgeting skills, menu planning, and on social skills, “I 
also work with them on their emotional and behavioral 
perspective.”

The date of the 
preliminary hearing will depend on 
whether or not Murphy posts bail, 
said Sydney Clark, the 4th Circuit 
Court clerk. 

Murphy moved to the Orem group 
- home on Jan. 2, 1990, after living at 
the Utah State Hospital for 31 years. 
He was committed to the hospital in 
1957 when he was declared incom- 
petent to stand trial for the rape of a 
5-year-old girl. In June, 1989 the 
Utah Supreme Court ruled that 
Murphy was retarded, not insane, 
and should be released from the hos- 
pital. 

The group home where Murphy 
has been living has been the subject 
of controversy because neighbor- 
hood homeowners fear that their 
children’s safety is threatened by the 
home’s occupants, said Richard Per- 
sons, spokesman for the Orem neigh- 
borhood. 


Bush calls for debate on budget

WASHINGTON — The White House put aside Presi- 


dent Bush’s pledge against new taxes and said Monday 
that talks to strike a budget deal with Congress will have 
“no preconditions.” 

Although Bush’s position on taxes “is well known,” he 
wants “an open debate that is unfettered with conclusions 
about positions taken in the past,” said Marlin Fitzwater 
the president’s press secretary. 

Republicans involved in talks on Capitol Hill praised the 


| White House’s acknowledgement that all ways of reduc- 


ing the deficit would be negotiable. 

“That’s the only way he can do the job, ” said Rep. Bill 
Frenzel of Minnesota, ranking Republican on the House 
Budget Committee. 

“There isn’t any president who hasn’t tried to make 
good on his promises. There’s no president who hasn’t 
lived through times that change, and maybe outdate some 
promises,” he said. 

But Sen. Pete Domenici of New Mexico, senior Republi- 
can on the Senate Budget Committee, predicted it would 
be tough to pass a budget that includes tax increases. 

“It would be hard to get anybody to agree to that, not 


just Republicans,” Domenici said. “The question is over- 
all, how strong is the package in deficit reduction ... so 
tradeoffs are worth it?” 

Fitzwater said Bush intends to follow up his Sunday 
night session with the four top congressional leaders dur- 
ing meetings with lawmakers this week to discuss how to 
“break the logjam” that has persisted nearly a decade. 

He will talk strategy today with House and Senate 
Republican leaders and hopes to hold another bipartisan 
session later in the week, Fitzwater said. 

House and Senate leaders met Monday. in the office of 
Senate Majority Leader George Mitchell, D-Maine, to 
consider the presidential initiative. 

“I make no assumptions with respect to any aspect of 
the budget,” Mitchell told reporters. 

Fearing that rising interest rates would seriously dam- 
age the economy, the administration initiated the budget 
talks following the approval of rival $1.2 trillion budget 
proposals by the full House of Representatives and the 
Senate Budget Committee. 

Bush shares with congressional leaders “anxiety over a 
deficit that is fighting every reduction attempt that we 
can come up,” Fitzwater said.

Cash said. 


Greyhound says bus strike is not effective 


DALLAS — The Greyhound Lines’ chairman said Monday the 2-month-old 
strike by bus drivers was “irrelevant” and effectively over, but strikers 
scoffed at the claim, and one compared it to Napoleon declaring victory at 
Waterloo. 

“The strike is in effect concluded from the point of view of day-to-day 
operations,” Greyhound Lines Inc. Chairman Fred G. Currey told reporters. 
He declared “a new day in the life of the new Greyhound.” 

Some union officials claimed Currey’s statement was a publicity stunt to 
scare striking drivers back to work at the nation’s only inter city bus company. 
“It’s a common ploy to try to scare a few more strikers into scabbing by 
announcing that there’s no hope,” said AFL-CIO spokesman Rex Hardesty. 

The company’s latest contract offer had included the elimination of 4,500 
union jobs, a change from per-mile wage rates to hourly wage rates, plus a 
four-year wage freeze. The union called the proposal, made Saturday, an 
“insult,” and officials refused to present it to their membership. 


Carter to receive award and $100,000 


PHILADELPHIA — Former President Carter was named the 1990 recipi- 
ent of the Philadelphia Liberty Medal on Monday for his involvement in “issues 
of liberty around the globe.” 

He will receive the medal and a $100,000 cash award on the Fourth of July at 
Independence Hall. 

The medal, established in 1988, honors an individual or organization that has 
“demonstrated leadership or vision in the pursuit of liberty of conscience or 
freedom from oppression, ignorance or deprivation.” 

The first medal was given last year to Polish leader Lech Walesa. 

“President Carter was cited for his active involvement during the past few 
years in issues of liberty around the globe and his exemplary use of the 
post-presidential period,” said Martin Meyerson, president emeritus of the 
University of Pennsylvania and chairman of the 12-member selection commis- 
sion. 

Carter has acted as a mediator in Ethiopia, Latin America, the Middle East 
and the Sudan since leaving office. He is a “man of many and diverse roles,” 
Meyerson said. 


Dissidents battle police in Korea 


SEOUL, South Korea — President Roh Tae-woo said Monday that South 
Korea must choose between progress or “the road toward chaos,” but dissi- 
dents and radical students stepped up violent protests demanding his ouster. 

Radicals armed with firebombs, steel pipes and rocks battled riot police and 
attacked governing party offices in Seoul and several other cities. 

As Roh spoke in a nationally televised address, 21 students armed with 
firebombs and iron pipes charged into the Seoul headquarters of Roh’s Liberal 
Democratic Party and seized a third-floor office. 

Riot police overpowered the protesters with clubs and tear gas about 10 
minutes later. Witnesses said five people, including protesters and police 
officers, were injured. 

The protesters scattered leaflets demanding the ouster of U.S. Ambassador 
Donald Gregg and accusing him of concocting this year’s merger of the govern- 
ing party with two minor opposition groups.’ 


Money wanted for developing nations 


WASHINGTON — The International Monetary Fund, struggling to meet 
increased financial needs in Eastern Europe and Latin America, worked 
Monday to resolve disagreements that have blocked a 50 percent increase in 
the agency’s loan resources. 

Delegates to the spring meeting of the 152-nation agency expressed opti- 
mism that the Fund’s policy-setting interim committee will reach an agree- 
ment by Tuesday, ending two years of debate on the issue. 

The increase would boost Fund resources from $120 billion to $180 billion, 
making $60 billion more available to support economic reforms in Poland and 
other emerging democracies in Eastern Europe. 

The additional funds would also be used to support Treasury Secretary 
Nicholas Brady’s strategy of reducing the financial burden on debt-strapped 
Latin American countries. 

The increase would require a $12 billion contribution from the United 
States. The increase is certain to draw opposition in Congress from critics of 
American foreign aid efforts.

A limousine operator will act as his 
own attorney in a $1.2 million law- 
suit against The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Clifford W. “Rusty” Andersen, 
Jr., 34, Salt Lake City, owner of Im- 
age Limousine, filed the suit in 3rd 
District Court Friday. 

Andersen claims that state law- 
makers and LDS Church officials 
colluded to defeat a bill that would 
allow passengers in chauffeured 
limousines and charter buses to con- 
sume liquor. At that time the law 
stated it was illegal to have an open 
container of alcohol in a moving vehi- 
cle. 

Legislation to clarify the state law 
was introduced in 1989 and passed 
the House with the commendation of 
Gov. Norman Bangerter and law en- 
forcement agencies. 

The Senate recessed before the 
bill came to a vote. The bill was later 
passed in the 1990 general session 


and signed by Gov. Bangerter on 
Feb. 21st. 

LDS Church officials said they 
had called some senators to express 
their concern about the bill. 

Andersen said he would repre- 
sent himself in the court as he had 
lost about $125,000 because of the 
LDS Church’s involvement with 
legislation. He said several other 
limousine companies have gone out 
of business. 

LDS Church spokesman, Don 
LeFevre, said “A similar suit filed 
in Federal District Court had been 
dismissed. He’s just resurrecting it 
in a lower court.” 

He said attorneys for the LDS 
Church would decide on their 
course of action after they examined 
the case. 

James Fairbanks, Provo, owner 
of Sterling Limousine, said that 
since the bill was passed, “our busi- 
ness has increased.” 

We don’t condone it, (drinking), 
but it’s better than them driving 
themselves,” he said.

Bush’s own fiscal 1991 budget was 
never seriously considered by Con- 
gress, and the administration claims 
both House and Senate measures 
would fall short of reducing the deficit 
— over $150 billion this year — to the 
$64 billion required under the 
Gramm-Rudman _ budget-balancing 
law. Failure to make this target will 
touch off automatic, across-the-board 
spending cuts. 

Congressional leaders have said 
that getting the deficit down to the 
required range to avoid the automatic 
trigger would almost certainly re- 
quire substantial tax increases. 
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Although it is unlikely negotiators 
would entertain something as drastic 
as an increase in income tax rates, a 
wide range of tax proposals — includ- 
ing higher taxes on energy — could be 
discussed. 

Fitzwater’s comments Monday 
generally reflected what participants 
in Sunday night’s White House meet- 
ing had reported — that Bush had 
assured them everything was on the 
table.

Hunt. 

“It will cost several thousand dol- 
lars to repair the damage. Originally, 
it was estimated that it would cost a 
larger amount, but that was the day 
of the fire,” Hunt said. 

He said the fire was started when a 
box was placed on a burner of a stove. 
“We don’t know if it was the weight of 
the box that turned on the stove,” 
said Hunt. 

No one was injured in the fire. No 
students were living in the hall at the 
time of the fire, and the head resident 
was not in the building. 

“We are very fortunate that no one 
was in there and that there were no 
personal belongings (of students) de- 
awed by the fire,” Hunt said.

“Many of us have known about his 
proposed pipeline for years. Numer- 
ous efforts have been made to accom- 
modate public concerns and questions 
over safety issues. Kern River Gas 
Transmission Company and others in- 
volved have spent years in the pro- 
cess of insuring the safety and feasi- 
bility of this pipeline,” said Nielson. 

Nielson said the Regulatory Com- 
mission has spent many months eval- 
uating the technical information on 
alternate routes for the pipeline. 
Nielson has learned that the Forest 
Service has accepted the Regula- 
tory’s Commission’s final environ- 
mental impact statement and that 
they are willing to go forward with 
authorization of the pipeline across 
U.S. Forest lands. 

A group of citizens calling itself the 
Bountiful Hills Residents and Con- 
cerned Citizens are also worried 
about safety, being that millions of 
cubic feet of highly explosive natural 
gas would be piped through their 
community every day.

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Alpine School District 
plans to market software

The Alpine School District is turning 
its efforts toward developing a mar- 
keting plan for educational software 
that they have been testing for 2 1/2 
years, the district’s assistant superin- 
tendent of instructional programs, 
Brian Page, said Monday. 

TRACE (Teacher Resources to 
Achieve Classroom Excellence) helps 
track student rolls, enters test 
scores, alerts students and teachers 
to resources, and even prints posters 
mee saving teachers time, Page 
said. 

Teachers in the district have been 
using some of the programs which 
have been added piece by piece to an 
updated version of the program that 
will come out this summer, he said. 

“When the updated version of the 
program comes out this summer, 
there will be new portions our teach- 
ers haven’t seen yet, and some they 


have already worked with. It will be 
faster and more powerful,” he said. 

Page said he has set a goal to estab- 
lish a center within a year where 
teachers will get “involved in devel- 
oping educational materials that can 
be disseminated and _ accessed 
through the TRACE system.” The 
district will be looking for resources 
to create the center. 

For school districts in Utah the sys- 
tem would only cost about $3,000 for 
the computer, printer, monitor, laser 
video disc player and the software. A 
similar system was priced at $60,000, 
Page said. 

Nancy Brooks, a _ fourth-grade 
teacher at Orem’s Orchard Elemen- 
tary School, said TRACE has pro- 


vided written lesson plans and audio- | 


visual support allowing her to teach 
the most important concepts which 
the children need to know, she said.

Drug cartel gets stung 
in ‘sting’ operation

TAMPA, Fla. — Two Colom- 
bians who claim links to the Medellin 
drug cartel were in custody Mon- 
day, accused of trying to buy 
Stinger missiles to use against air- 
eraft carrying Colombian officials, 
the FBI said. 

The two men agreed to hand over 
$1 million in cocaine profits as the 
down payment for 120 Stingers and 
50 automatic rifles, plus a plane to 
transport the weapons to Colombia, 
FBI Agent Charles A. Salemme tes- 
tified at a court hearing. 

FBI officials said a Stinger sells 
for about $14,000 on the legitimate 
arms market. The shoulder-fired 
missile uses an infrared homing 
device to aim itself at the heat gen- 
erated by an aircraft’s engine. It has 
proven highly effective against low- 
flying aircraft. 

The 4-foot-long, 35-pound mis- 
siles were to be used against official 
Colombian government aircraft, ac- 
cording to Allen McCreight, FBI 
chief in Tampa. 

But he said investigators weren't 
aware of specific plans by drug traf- 
fickers to assassinate Colombian 
President Virgilio Barco Vargas, 
who has waged war on drug smug- 
glers, or his cabinet. 

“Our investigation is continuing, 
but at this point we have not estab- 
lished that the purpose of the pur- 
chase of the missiles was to be used 
against any officials and specifically 
the president of Colombia,” Mc- 
Creight said. 

ABC News reported Sunday that 
the Medellin cartel had offered 
nearly $6 million for more than 100 
Stingers and 1,000 machine guns. 
The New York Times put the num- 
ber of missiles at 24. Federal offi- 
cials Monday did not specify the 
number of missiles sought. 

The case is the most recent of sev- 
eral reported attempts by drug traf- 
fickers to obtain Stingers, but fed- 
eral officials say none of the earlier 
negotiations had gone as far as the 
plot involving the two men arrested 
Saturday. 


An undercover drug investigation 
in Polk County in west-central Flor- 
ida eventually led to the federal 
“sting” in the weapons deal. 

“T think this shows a correlation 
between narcotics and terrorism,” 
said Polk Sheriff Lawrence Crow. 

“This time, instead of Stingers, 
the cartel was stung,” said Bonnie 
Tischler, head of the U.S. Customs 
Service in Tampa. 

Authorities arrested Alfredo An- 
tonio Ramos-Tinoco, 47, at a Tampa 
hotel bar, and Luis Fernando Arcila- 
Giraldo, 28, near Miami Interna- 
tional Airport. 

Both were charged with conspir- 
acy to receive stolen property and 
export arms illegally, as well as aid- 
ing and abetting the importation and 
possession with intent to distribute 
marijuana and cocaine. 

Ramos-Tinoco appeared before a 
U.S. magistrate Monday in Tampa, 
but the hearing was recessed after 
Ramos-Tinoco said he wanted an at- 
torney but couldn’t afford to pay 
one. Magistrate Thomas Wilson told 
the public defender’s office to repre- 
sent him. 

Arcila-Giraldo appeared before a 
magistrate in Miami. 

An FBI affidavit said Ramos- 
Tinoco “described Luis as a close as- 
sociate” of Colombian drug boss 
Pablo Escobar. It also said Ramos- 
Tinoco “stated that if this arms ex- 
change deal went well, it would be 
arranged for the undercover organi- 
zation to handle future transporta- 
tion of drugs into the United States 
on behalf of the Pablo Escobar 
group.” 

However, McCreight cautioned: 
“We have not established (whether) 
these negotiations were directed or 
controlled by Pablo Escobar.” 

At a news conference in Miami, 
FBI agent William A. Gavin said 
there was at least one more potential 
suspect, but that a decision on 
whether to charge that person 
would depend on how the case un- 
folded. He also displayed firearms 
seized from a Miami house where the 
two had stayed.
